

mixing a suitable quantity of said carrier powder with 
boron oxide or borax and pulverizing the resulting mixture for 
5 to 4 8 hours under hydrogen gas at a pressure of up to about 50 
atmospheres so that a metal borohvdride powder is produced; 

dissolving said metal borohydride powder into a liguid that 
can dissolve metal borohvdrids; 

filtering the resulting solution; and 

evaporating said liguid to obtain substantially pure metal 
borohydride .
